known as the Obskoye Sea. It only took e few 
, years lo pul up (lie university buildings, scientific 
research Institutes and laboratories, and Iho blocks 
ol nuts which make up the Akademgoradok com- 
munity. Soviet scientists ol world renown — 
Mikhail Lavrentyev, Sergei Khrlsliooovlcb, and 
Andrei Troflmchuk, to name but a few, w-eie 
among the flrsl lo come and settle here from 
Moscow. They were followed by their students. 

In Ita first ten years In operation, the Akadem- 
gorodok community became a leading scientific 
centre on o par with Moscow, Leningrad or Kiev. 
It played a major part accelerating the economic 
development of Siberia. It was at Akademgorodok 
that the future of this vast region was born. 

200 oil and gas Helds had been discovered In the 
west ol Siberia alone by 1080. Today, looking for 
Ihe main economic key to Ibc development of this 
abundant land, scientists from Akademgorodok led 
by Academician Gurl Marchuk, have drawn up 
. the “Slblr" programme which Is Included as a 
separate section In the overall programme tor 
scientific and technological progress In the coun- 
try.

Fifteen year* ogo, lha Soviet Young Communist 
League awarded its first prizes lor distinguished work 
In science and technology. Among the young sclent/sls 
to receive these awards are some who went on lo win 
slate and Lenin prizes, writes KOMSOMOLSKAYA 
PRAVDA. 

Over ihe past 15 years, n new generation ol sciential* 
wlhnera ol the VC L prize. fiave joined Hie ranks ol 
science. Whoi are the distinguishing features ol the 
new winners? 

In the first place, the scale of the problems /hey hove 
solved. The p'nblcms being tackled by young scientlsla 
today are wider in scope, ond they require the use ol 
means and methods winch Ore often found In Interdis- 
ciplinary sciences.

Thai is why although the list ol new prhe-wlnners 
contains the names ol individual scientists working on 
Inolr own, H <s mainly token up by teams however 
spiell. Secondly, /here la an evident tendency to 
derive scientific problems Irom the thlch ol life, and 
u-flen they hove been solved lo Immediately pul them 
to practical use. . .

Their methods ol budding houses and Industrial 
structures on pile foundations and filled with thermo- 
siphons, lor example, are used in Alaska and Canada 
while Ihe Institute's designs are applied In the United 
Stales, Sweden, Norway, and France, Ihe newspaper 
noted.
